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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants' amendment after final rejection, filed on 03/02/2009, is acknowledged. Claim 1 has been amended 
to include the previous limitation of claim 2, however a new limitation has been also added in the recitation of "wherein said chimeric 
photoprotein is bioluminescent," which has not been presented for examination on the merits. Claims 3 and 4 recite a new limitation, 
"wherein said corresponding region of Clytin photoprotein is identical to said region," which has not been presented for examination on the 
merits (emphasis added). Claim 14 recites a new limitation, "contacting a luciferin substrate with a cell expressing", which has not been 
presented for examination on the merits. Furthermore, if the amendment were entered, claim 3 would be rejected under 112 2nd paragraph 
for lacking antecedent basis since it depends from a canceled claim. Therefore, Applicants' amendment of Claims 1 , 3, 4 and 14 would 
introduce new issues that would require further consideration if entered because these limitations have yet to be presented for examination 
on the merits.
